Row river Nature Park consists of a series of ponds and riparian woodland with willows and cottonwoods
along the Row River, and some conifer stands. Watch for Great Blue and Green Herons, Wood Duck and
other waterfowl around the ponds and river. Four species of woodpecker are resident, along with chickadees,
kinglets, and Wrentit. In the spring look for warblers, Bullock's Oriole, Black-headed Grosbeak and Red-
winged Blackbird. Osprey and Cedar Waxwing are commonly seen in summer. In winter this park can be
good for sparrows, with occasional rarities. Black Phoebe has occurred in the park..
